G alicia they are taking up positions 
along the Dounaletz river in an at­ 
tem pt to stop th© flow of the Aus- 
tro-G ennan forces. 
Part of the Przemysl garrison has

W ith Hie Germans strongly 
en-1 
trenched and the 
ground in

At several 
points, however, the French official 
report records the capture of Ger­ 
man trenches. 
The offensive Is be­ 
ing pushed with considerable force 
in Plunders and from 
the Belgian

where the line turns eastward. 
K eep Up Counter Attacks. 
The Germ ans 
keep 
up 
violent 
counter attacks and by these 
the use of mines, have in 
som e 
cases, succeeded in preventing 
the 
allies from following up their 
ad­ 
vantage. 
S im ilar tactics are being adopted 
by both sides along the rem ainder 
of*th e front with gains and losses 
which are marked in fractions 
ot 
miles. 
T h e allies have brought up 
an enorm ous 
weight 
of 
artilery 
which th ey are using to clear 
the 
way for the infantry. 
In a m essage from Antwerp to 
the A m sterdam Telegraaf it is stat­ 
ed that the Germans in preparation 
for a possible retirement are con­ 
structing a line of defence across 
Belgium , from 
the 
Scheldt along 
the Dendre river to Maubege on the 
French frontier. This, if true, m ight 
be considered only 
a m easure 
of 
precaution. 
The German cruisers which raid­ 
ed the east coast of England 
suc­ 
ceeded in sow ing a large m ine field. 
In addition to the 
three steam ers 
previously reported as having been 
destroyed, a mine 
sweeper, which 
was engaged in clearing the seas, 
was blown up today and 
it

High School Tuition Law Valid. 
No recent decision of the Illinois 
supremo court has been attached 
with greater 
interest 
hereabouts 
than that rendered recently, where­ 
in the court upheld the high school 
tuition law. 
The case was taken 
under consideration by the supremo 
court on an appeal from Dake coun­ 
ty where one of the sciiooi districts 
refused to pay 
'the tuition of two 
pupils desiring to enter the Liber- j tho 
tyville high school. 
Tho tuition law 
which was introduced 
in 
the last 
Legislature by Senator Magill 
and 
subsequently passed, 
provides that 
In school districts 
where no high 
school exists, eighth grade pupils 
may attend outside high school and 
that the directors of the district in 
which they live must pay tile tuition 
in this high scil ooh 
The refusal of the directors 
of 
one school district 
in this county 
wrought the validity of the law into 
question in the Morgan county cir- 
suit court and Judge Jones decided 
against the directors. 
Cases were 
also iieard in several other Illinois 
counties, (but none were appealed j 
to the supreme court except the one , 
from Lake county. 
However, pend­ 
ing the finding 
of 
the 
supreme 
court, directors in a large number 
of districts in various counties have 
declined to pay tuition. 
This 
Is 
true in Morgan county, und quite a 
goodly sum in tuitions must now be 
paid to the Jacksonville Board of 
education. The board tacitly agreed 
with the directors some time since, 
that they would not push the ques­ 
tion of collecting 
tuition, pending 
the decision with the understanding 
that if the law was upheld that the 
money should be paid. 
It is under­ 
stood, too, that a number of school 
patrons in 
districts without high 
schools, and where the directors re­ 
fused to pay Die tuition, themselves 
paid the tuition under protest aud 
they are now in a position to de­ 
mand from the directors a refund 
of the money thus expended for tui­ 
tion. 
Some defects have been pointed 
out in the law and probably amend- 
! meuta will be made at the next ses­ 
sion of the legislature, but in 
the 
main it is a good iaw, in that 
ii 
partially accomplishes, at least, As 
purpose in providing for boys and 
girls in every rural community the 
opportunity for a high school edu­ 
cation. 
It is likely that the legis 
latten will have a tendency to he 
crease the num ber of township hLgh 
schools, 
as 
land 
owners finding 
themselves taxed to pay tuition of 
pupils in some 
high 
school else­ 
where, will figure that it will cost 
no more to establish and maintain 
a school of like standard nearer at 
home.

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GOVERNMENT'S WORK FOR LABELED 
DRUGS AND BETTER FOOD 


Activities of the Bureau 
try Are Described in 
■Report— Mar 
on 
Cliolera Cares.

Washington, Dec. 
19.— The false 
and fraudulent leveling of medicines 
and m ineral waters has recently re­ 
ceived a great deal of attention from 
the 
B ureau of Chemistry, accord­ 
ing to the Bureau's report for the 
year ending June 30, 
1914. 
A 
large 
number of 
instances 
have 
been 
found in 
which 
impossible 
Claims for the preparations in ques­ 
tion have been made and in these 
eases steps have been taken to com­ 
pel t h e owners to a lter tile labels. 
This Is true of a large number of 
veterinary medicines and in particu­ 
lar of 
(so-called) 
cures for 
hog 
cholera. 
As for mineral 
waters, 
the position long held by the Bu­ 
reau, th a t so-called 
lithia 
water 
must contain enough lithia to pro­ 
duce an appreciable therapeutic ef­ 
fect, b a s now been sustained by 
Suprem e Court of th e District of 
Columbia, and in consequence ac­ 
tion has (been taken to cm force this 
rilling. 
Measures are being taken 
to prevent the exploitation of 
so­ 
called radio-active waters in which 
the a m o u n t of radium is negligible. 
Furtherm ore, 
mineral 
waters 
to 
which ba s been added carbonic acid 
gas or mineral salt, a re not 
any 
more, sold as “natural 
but 
are 
properly labeled. 
In connection with the Bureau’s 
work of food inspection, two 
im­ 
portant sanitary surveys have been 
made of oyster growing localities, 
one in Chesapeake Bay, and one in 
Jamaica Bay, N. Y. 
W herever these 
surveys resulted in the discovery of 
polluted areas the oystermen mov­ 
ed their stock to clean water and 
maintain 
it there for a 
sufficient 
time, until all danger to the eon-, 
suroer was done away with. 
Altogether there were nearly 12,- 
0 0 ^samples of food and 
beverages 
collected 
and analyzed. 
The 
co­ 
operation of other branches of the 
government has been secured for the 
prosecution of cases not fully cover­ 
ed by the ’Food and D ru g Act. For 
example, in one case connected with 
Illegal traffic in bad eggs, a num­ 
ber of persons were indicted for 
Conspiracy. In another case a manu­ 
facturer 
of beverages received 
a 
long prison sentence 
for 
putting 
alcohol in his products, 
addition to 
this 
regulatory 
connected 
with th e enforce- 
of various laws, scientists of 
the Bureau have been carrying on 
im portant Investigations. 
The re­ 
port m a k e s particular mention of 
the stu dy of the subject of potato 
drying. 
Dried 
potatoes 
may -be 
kept Indefinitely for stock feed and 
ate of course much less bulky and 
therefore, 
less expensive to trans- 
f)6rt th a n ordinary potatoes. 
This 
investigation will ultimately be ex­ 
tended to other uses for potato pro­ 
ducts, such as the manufacture of 
Starch a u d glucose, in o rd e r to en­ 
courage the production of potatoes 
ak a re g u la r part in crop rotation in 
sections where this could be done 
With benefit. 
The new ways have also been dis­ 
covered of utilizing surplus and cull 
apples. 
One is the m anufacture of 
apple siru p by clarifying and boll­ 
ing down apples juice. 
T h e sirup 
obtained promises to be a welcome 
addition to our diet as well as af­ 
fording a new market for the apple 
grower. 
The other method of dis­ 
posing of the surplus o f apples is 
the m a n u fa c tu re oT concentrated cid­ 
er. 
H ith erto the market for cider 
has been 
limited, due to the fact 
that it can only be kept sweet 
a 
short tim e and that its bu lk makes 
it3 transportation 
too 
expensive 
when long distances are to l>e cov­ 
ered. 
The concentrated cider fer­ 
ments very slowly when k ept at a 
low temperature. 
When 
diluted 
with w a te r it has practically 
the 
Bathe flavor as tho original apples 
juice from which it wan made, and 
is condensed form makes it much 
cheaper 
to ship. 
Considerable attention 
baa 
also 
•been devoted to tho fish 
industry 
which up to the present time has 
been a subject of much less scienti­ 
fic study th a n meat packing. 
With 
the growing scarcity of m eat. how­ 
ever. it seem s Obvious that fish will 
come to 
play a more 
important 
part in th e nation’s food supply and 
such questions aa the best moans 
of storage, transportation 
and the 
prevention of waste deserve careful 
investigation. 
An instance of the 
value of this work is afforded by 
the Maine sardine industry. 
As a 
result of Government investigation 
a marked 
improvement 
h a s taken 
place in th e quality of 
American 
sardines put 
up by establishments 
along the coast of that State.
